XfTord »XmaP* Has 
Religious Origin, 
Reverent Meaning 

There has been much 
unfavorable comment on 
the abbreviated form for 
Christmas that is com¬ 
monly used. Many think it 
inappropriate and undigni¬ 
fied to use the shortened 
form, Xmas. 

The explanation of its 
origin is that the initial 
letter of the Greek name 
for Christ is X and the co¬ 
incidence of its cruciform 
shape led to an early adop¬ 
tion of this letter as the 
figure and symbol of 
Christ. X is frequently 
found on walls of the cata¬ 
combs. When the early 
I Christians wished to make 
a representation of the 
Trinity, they would place 
either a cross or an X 
side the names of the 
Father and the Holy 
Ghost. From this came the 
shortened form Xmas, in¬ 
stead of Christmas.

Stronger laws governing 
arson were ordered drafted 
recently by the Board of 
Supervisors after Supervisor 
Warren Dorn pointed out 
that “numerous disastrous 
fires are set in this county 
every year by arsonists.” 

On Dorn’s motioin, the 
Board Instructed the .Coun¬ 
ty Counsel to work with the 
Fire Department and Sheriff 
in draftng the .new, “beefed- 
up” laws. 

Dorn also said the ordi¬ 
nance should follow the re¬ 
commendations of Fire Chief 
Keith Klinger and Sheriff 
Peter Pitchess. 

Klinger recommended a 
revision of the fire code, 
which would more clearly 
set forth the violations and 
penalties provisions of the 
code. 

Pitchess said var i o u s 
Penal Code sections should 
be revised to increase penal¬ 
ties for attempts and the 
actual burning of property. 

Dorn hailed both recom¬ 
mendations and said adop¬ 
tion of stronger laws “surely 
will serve as a deterent to 
arsomsts.”
